Information Disclosure Statement 


The IDS paper filed October 24, 2001 has been received and placed in the record of file. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 


2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that 
the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner 
in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gibbons (U.S. 

Patent No. 5,973,677) in view of Tognazzini (U.S. Patent No. 6473,728). 

As per claims 1-5, Gibbons teaches an electronic device including all the limitations as now 
claimed except for the actuator provides an activation signal indicative of the stylus engaging or 
disengaging the engagement member. However, Tognazzini teaches another electronic device having 
a bias switch for automatically powers up or down upon detecting a removing or insertion of an 
object, i.e., card (Fig. 1C, 140; col.5, lines 7-1 1). Thus, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to implementing the switch as taught by Tognazzini 
into the engagement member of Gibbons system in order to make it more convenient since it would

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have eliminating the step of powering up or down the system upon to the disengagement or 
engagement of the stylus device.
